30gr pale violet; 40gr ultramarine 
and 60gr olive. Perforation seems 
to gauge between 10% and 11. 
The stamps are lithographed on a 
ready gummed paper of commer- 
cial grade of rather heavy weight.

“Through this stamp the people 
of our country seek to identify 
themselves with the men who 
fought and bled and _ triumphed 
and died. 

“All men in their hearts revere 
courage and fidelity and sacrifice. 
This stamp is an expression of 
that reverence, 


“They tell me that this stamp 
breaks some precedents—that liv- 
ing persons are represented on 
the postage of the United States 
—that the unfuried flag of our 
country is depicted. 

“We honor the individuals here 
depicted who by God’s mercy still 
live among us. But they are not 
represented on this stamp as in- 
dividuals. In the glorious tradi- 
tion of the Marine Corps they 
submerged their identities, giving 
themselves wholly to the United 
States of America. The _  photo- 
graph of the planting of this flag 
on the hard-won peak moved 
every American heart. An older 
and better tradition—that the flag 
is a symbol of all that America 
means to Americans—must pre- 
vail over more custom and an- 
cient usage. 

“General Vandegrift, I rejoice 
to place in your worthy hands the 
first sheet of the Iwo Jima stamp.
